The inference, therefore, that our agricul- 
ture has been declining during the last ten 
years, so readily taken up and refterated by 
the public press of the country, when the 
census statistics first appeared, is entirely 
false, and is not justified by the aetual facts, 
as will clearly appear on a more complete 
analysis of the census and a comparison with 
the official returns of the several towns, 
unquestionably the most reliable and trust- 
worthy authority. So far from this the 
aggregate value of the farm production of 
the State has largely increased even though 
a few of the old staple crops may have fallen 
off, which is by no means certain. 


MILK CANS. 


We are glad to seea movement in the 
Legislature to regulate the size of milk cans. 
It ishigh time. The loss of the farmers of 
this State by the gross injustice in the size 
of cans which they are required to fill, and 
which actually hold from a pint toa quart 
more than they get credit for on the part of 
the great milk monopolies, amounts to the 
difference between a respectable profit and a 
decided loss, in the production ot milk. 
We sold, according to the census of 1870, 
no less than 15,284,057 gallons of milk, and 
as the census takers actually overlooked more 
than nine thousand farms, from which they 
returned no statistics whatever of any kind, 
it is fair to suppose that the actual sales 
amounted to at least twenty millions of gal- 
lons a year,and more. Now why should 
not the farmer have some reasonable degree 
of protection? It would be for the interest 
of milk producers to have honest cans even 
if they had to pay for them out of their own 
pockets. The cost of changing all the cans 
now used in the state and substituting new 
ones would be a trifle over forty thousand 
dollars, but the farmers are now practically 
swindled out of more thantwo hundred

ROOTS AND OIL CAKE FOR SHEEP 


If growers of combing wools should raise 
sheep primarily to produce mutton ; should 
attend to the breed, and keep their sheep 
well fed and care for them generally; and 
should also try to mature them early, so as 
to sell the carcass—we should have wool from 
well fed, healthy, strong, fat sheep, which is 
just the wool wanted for delaine purposes. 
Farmers cannot keep these large sheep on 
lean pastures, with but little care of them, 
and have good wool. And the great reason 
the combing wool sheep run out when 
brought from England and Canada is, that 
they do not get the same care and treatment 
they had in those countries, and are often 
kept on soil they are not adapted to, and are 
not fed sufficiently. The wool from a 
Leicester sheep that has been in the Ucited 
States two years is generally harsher, leaner 
and worth much less than it would have 
been if the sheep had stayed in Canada or 
England. Now, this will not always be so, 
for growers will yet learn that these large 
sheep need more to eat than the small 
Merino, and their food should not consist 
of Indian corn, but they should have some 
roots, mangel wurtzel and oil cake. When 
sheep are fed on corn, they are too hot and 
feverish, and the wool becomes harsh and 
brittle, while a proper supply of roots and 
oil cake with other food would produce soft, 
sound and elastic wool.— Ez.

The subjoined artificial statement may 
contribute somewhat to the better under- 
standing of one feature of the market 
reports, and aid farmers in forming an intel- 
ligent estimate of the value of the hides they 
may have to sell : 

Green hides are those which are sent in 


having been salted. 
Part cured are hides that have been salted, 
but not long enough to be yoy eured. 

Green saited are those that have been 
salted and are thoroughly cured. To eure a 
hide thoroughly will require from twelve tu 
twenty days, according to the thickness of 
the hide and the temperature of the weather. 
The loss of weight from the green state is 
from twelve to twenty per cent. 

Dry flint is a thoroughly dry hide that has 
not been salted. 

Dry salted is a thoroughly dry hide, having 
been salted while green. 

In green salted hides and skins, those 
weighing less than eight pounds are called 
deacons ; eight to fifteen pounds, calf; fifteen 
to twenty-five pounds, if plump, kip, but if 
thin and poor, they are ealled runners, mur- 
rains, and are sold at the priee of hides; all 
above twenty-five pounds are called hide. 

A green salted hide is understood to be 
thoroughly cured, free from salt, dirt, meat, 
horns, tail, bones, and sinews, and before 
being weighed, all such substances are 
removed, or a proper deduction is made fiom 
the weight, and when the head skin hangs 
to the hide by a narrow strip, it is cut off 
before weighing. 

All bull, stag, tainted, eut, badly searred, 
grubby, or murrain hides, are called dam- 
aged, and go at two-thirds price, unless they 
are very Badly damaged, when they are 
classed as glue stock, at a much lower price. 
4 deduction of ten per cent, is made on 
all branded hides. 

In dry-hides there are other kinds of 
dameged, such as moth eaten, sunburnt, or 
weather beaten. 

It is mene | conceived by farmers and 
hide dealers that over one-third of the value 
of all the hides taken off in the northwest is 
lost by careless skinning and curing. 

As a large proportion of the hides reeeived 
are green salted, the price that they bring, 
as a rule, is made the standard for the price 
of all other kinds.

THE PORK AND CORN CROPS. 

It is the opinion of those best informed 
that the hog product for this year will be 25 
per cent. greater than last season. 

The corn crop is now matured and advices 
from various parts of the country indicate 
that it is one of the largest ever raised in the 
west. This, with the large surplus left over 
from last year, will keep the price low and 
have a tendency to keep porkdown. Packers 
seem to think that they must buy hogs at 
less than $4,00 per hundred to make a safe 
business. In some portions of the country 
there is a scarcity of hogs to consume the 
corn, which may tend to keep prices up. 
Live hogs are keeping up in Chicago to 
about $5,00 yet. 





SELF PuRIFICATION OF FLOWING "WATER. 
Concerning the rapidity with which contam- 
inations are got rid of by flowing water, Dr. 
Letheby asserts chat sewage tuipurictes wilt 
entirely disappear in a flow of a dozen miles. 
If, he says, ordinary sewage, containing say 
one hundred grains of solid matter to the 
gallon, of which so id matter probably some- 
thing like fourteen or fifteen grains will be 
organic, be mixed with twenty times its bulk 
of ordinary river water, it will not contain, 
after a flow of ten or twelve miles, a particle 
of that sewage discoverable by any chemical 
rocess. Dr. Parkes also believes that flow 

ing water thus purifies itself, but he does not 
undertake to say how far it must run to 
make the process of purification complete.

Address of Hon. Daniel Needham. 


: Hon. Dante. NerpuaM, the Chairman of the 
Committee appointed by the citizens of Massa- 
chusetts, to memorialize the Legislature in behalf 
of the Vienna Exposition, opened the discussion 
of the subject before the Committee. Col. Need- 
ham said that unless it could be shown by the 
memorialists that Massachusetts had a direct 
pecuniary or other interest in the Vienna Expo- 
sition, all claim upon the Legislature was void. 
That it was the duty of the petitioners to estab- 
lish this interest and that if they failed in that 
they failed in ali. He said he would first call 
attention to afew statistics by which be proposed 
to show that the great interest of the people of 
Massachusetts was that of manufactures. Eng- 
land, he said, had grown rich by her manufac- 
turing industries and wherever creat wealth had 
been accumulated, either by men or by nations, 
it had been through the influence of manutactur- 
ing and mechanical industries. Massachusetts 
has grown rich through those agencies almost 
exclusively. Col. Needham then proceeded to 
giving 22..t4f,interest whi h Massachusetts has in 
sons and yielding an annual product of twenty 
five millions ot dollars and requiring an invested 
capital of fifty millions of dollars. This vast sum 
and industry is greater in Massachusetts than in 
all the Middle and Western States combined. 
Our woolen industries are based upon a capital 
of nearly ten millions of dollars giving employ- 
ment to fifteen thousand persons, using forty mil 
lion pounds of wool and yielding a product of 
twenty-five millions of dollars. 

Our carpet manufactories have a capital of 
nearly four millions and yield a product of seven 
millions. 

Our boot and shoe manufactories use fourteen 
millions of capital; employ seventy thousand 
persons and yield a product of seventy millions 
of dollars. 

Col. Needham then proceeded te say, that 
ther great manufacturing industries, 
rachines, agricultural implements, straw goc ds, 
aper, hosiery, clothing for men and women and 
slass and wooden ware, employ more than thirty 
iillions of capital and large numbers of people ; 
so that more than three hundred thousand people 
directly depend upon our manufactures for their 
support—and the vast sum of three hundred mil 
lions of dollars would barely cover the capital 
employed. 

These great industries, out of which our peo- 
ple have accumulated vast wealth, must be sus- 
tained and increased. The wealth of the people 
is the wealth of the State—and if the one declines 
the other must follow. If we are to 
Massachusetts in her present industries, we must 
be active. Other states are active and aroused 
to the value of the manufacturing industrics as 
source of wealth. More than a hundred wool- 
on mills are already established west of the east- 
-rn borders of Ohio, where twenty years ago 
ifteen would have covered the entire number. 
fhe south, too, is being rapidly reconstructed. 
Zastern men have settled on the cotton lands of 
the south and eastern merchants are established 
in southern cities. Manufacturing industries are 
springing upin many southern states which ten 
years ago never contempleted the possibility of 
uccessful competition with Massachusetts. To 
eep ourselves as we are needs great activity; to 
uce2ssfully increase our industries demands the 
improvement of every opportunity which may 
offer. 

We have had good home markets in the South 
and the West—but the South and West are bhe- 
ginning to supply themselves—we must make a 
market abroad. Never was there a better time. 
Before the Rebellion, we competed with England 
and successfully sold manufactured cotton goods 
in the East Indies. Our opportunities now are 
far better than they were then for a general com- 
petition. Labor has greatly increased in value 
in England and Germany and France. The 
work that formerly cost comparatively noth- 
ing is now a great item; and although labor 
has increased in value in the United States

Shall we accept the invitation and go? This is 
the question which the Legislature has much to 
do in answering for Massachusetts. I would il- 
lustrate the value of improving this opportunity 
by the impetus which was given to Merino sheep 
breeding in Vermont by the first premiums taken 
at the International Exhibition in Germany in 
1863 by Vermont Merinos. An impetus which 
gave large profits tomany breeders and generally 
enriched the farmers of the Green Mountain 
State. I would illustrate it, by McCormick's 
Reaper, which took the first premium at the 
World’s Fair in London and at subsequent 
European Exhibitions, by which means industry 
in the production of Agricultural Implements 
was benefitted to the extent of millions of dol- 
lars in the United States. 

Col. Needham closed his address, by saving 
that Fairs were the cheapest and best Education- 
al Institutions ever established. That to keep 
pace with the growing civilization of the world 
we could not neglect to be students at these 
popular gatherings. 

He then reeommended that the sum of fifteen 
thousand dollars at least be appropriated for the 
purpose of sending Commissioners or Agents to 
the Vienna Exposition and for the purpose of 
securing reports from the Exposition and en- 
couracing our Manufacturers to be well repre- 
sented in their varied productions.

The President then 
announced the subject for discussion: “Ma- 
nures and their Application.” 

W. W. Lovejoy was called upon to lead in 
the discussion, who said he was aware the 
subject was an important one in all farming, 
and especialiy in market gardening. For 
general — thought barnyard manure 
the most valuable. Thought artificial ma- 
nures might be valuable in certain cases. A 
fertilizer that would be good for one crop 
would not be good for another. Ashes were 
certainly valuable as a fertilizer, and exceed- 
ingly good for clover. Plaster was valuable 
in some lovations. Would save everything 
in the shape of manure. ; 

R. S. Hoar said manures were the farmer’s 
bank. Would cart a great deal of material 
for absorbents. Used to cart in twenty-five 
wr thirty loads and put directly under the 
ean-to. Applied his manure in the winter 
months ; could move it at one-quarter the 
expense at that time, either for planting or 
for top-dressing. Would plough sward land 
in the fall, and turn the furrows over well. 
Thought there was a good deal in spreading 
the manure in the right time. Makes three 
heaps of a forty bushel load, and puts the 
veaps about twelve feet apart each way. In 
February or March, when the furrows are 
thawed two or three inches, spreads the ma- 
nure and harrows thoroughly. Then let it

D. C. Fletcher does not overhaul his ma- 
nure in the field, nor cart much into the 
ellar, especially in the winter. Ploughs his 
ground about the first of May, then carts 
yut all the manure he has made during the 
winter into heaps, and spreads and harrows 
thoroughly. After he had cleaned the cellar 
in the spring, carts in considerable loam 
ind mixes with the manure during the sum- 
mer, then in the fall uses it for top-dressing 
yn his lowest lands. Had rather make his 
manure with cows than with hogs. Did 
not think it paid to buy commercial fertili- 
zers, but had used some. Thought he did 
not get ninety-nine cents returned for a del- 
lar invested. Thought it best not to use 
too much manure for top-dressing low lands, 
because it brings in a kind of short fine grass. 
lop-dresses his uplands before the grasses 
have run out. Itis better to plough run 
yut uplands. 

A. P. Whiteomb thought phosphates not 
profitable to use. Had rather have ashes. 
Had tried all kinds of commercial fertilizers 
ipon all kinds of crops, and could not get 
his money back. His way is to haul his ma- 
nure out in the spring in a round heap, and 
cover six or eight inches deep with loam for 
fall use. Would do the same in the fall for 
spring use. Thought the covering of the 
heap with loam the best material to retain 
the ammonia, better than to mix plaster with 
the manure. 

B. S. Hagar thought there was no use in 
buying commercial fertilizers, when we had 
so much better material at hand. The nearer 
the surface manure is applied the better. 
Spreads his manure as it comes from the 
barn cellar, and brushes thoroughly until it 
is made fine. Uses most of his manure for 
grass, as he thought this crop yielded the 
quickest return. In top-dressing low lands, 
would sow herds grass and brush in well. 

B. Needham thought for successful farm- 
ing we need a plenty of manure. If farmers 
spent their money in carting absorbents, 
rather than purchasing artificia: fertilizers, 
they would be better off. Believed if a man 
kept two horses, a hog would pay his keep- 
ing by working over the manure. Thought 
much of the liquid manure was wasted by 
not being properly absorbed. Recommended 
cementing barn eellars to retain the liquid 
part of the manure. Cited an instance of a 
farmer in town who dug down four feet 
under his lean-to and the material was so 
strong that it killed corn. 

B. S. Hagar described a way of fixing a 
barn cellar to retain the liquid portion, by 
digging it deeper directly under the lean-to, 
which would be a kind of vat. Had tried 
the experiment one winter, of wetting the 
droppings from three calves with water, 
which made it into a paste, and which he 
threw into a heap. Noticed in moving it for 
use that it had fermented and was quite fine. 

A. P. Whitcomb,—If we had a vat to re- 
tain the liquid we should not have to use 
water to moisten the manure heap, for four 
cows stabled will wet a cart load of loam 
daily. é 

A. P. Hagar thought a vat a good thing. 
Recmmanied keeping hogs on all manure, 
both horse and cow. Had tried ashes on 
corn, twelve rows with a handful and twelve 
skipped, but could see no difference. Thought 
conde a goodjabsorbent. Best to top- 
dress grass lands before they are run out. 
Would break sward land in the fall and put 
on manure, and seed down to ie directly 
and not use up the strength of the manure 
on hoed crops. 

Rev. S. R. Priest would put into a close 
vat absorbents, to retain chemical properties, 
and not stir the liquid properties too often, 
or let it lie open too long, because it would 
lose by evaporation.
